A COMMON SENSE DECISION 

An article in Sunday's Globe evoked some 
comment from some of our readers. The article 
concerned a Supreme Court decision that the 
Town of Randolph could not restrict a housing 
development because the town was unable to fur- 
nish municipal water. A sub-head of the Globe 
story called it a "Victory for Building Indus- 
try". 

arth a sense it was. But in a greater sense it 

was a reproof to poor planning on the part of 
some town officials, and that was the important 
thing. 

Randolph, as we know, has had its share of 
municipal troubles because of the Exodus from 
Boston. It is not alone in this. The Randolph 
Planning Board, perhaps laudably, tried to re- 
strict new housing because their Water Depart- 
ment ( if they have one) had not or could not 
furnish enough water for the new development. 
They were, very properly, set back on their 
heels by the State Supreme Court. 

It reminds us of the case in Natick, back in 
1945, we believe, where the Natick Selectmen 
refused to issue building permits because more 
schools would have to be built. 

The Natick Selectmen were told by the Su- 
preme Court that such action was illegal.: 

In other words a municipality cannot stop 
growth in the form of new homes just because it 
is unable to furnish services. The Randolph 
decision reaffirms that principal. 

And the lesson is there for all to read. 

THE SPARKLE IN THE ONE YEAR TERM 

George Robertie, of Woburn St,one of the fi- 
nest citizens of Wilmington, was until Friday 
evening unopposed for the one year term on the 
School Committee.’ Then Flora Kasabuski, of Sil- 
ver Lake filed, and George is in for a fight. 
It will be, we predict right here and now, the 
most interesting part of our 1960 political 
campaign. 

George is the kind of citizen that everyone 
likes to have for a neighbor. A faithful church 
attendant, an (unthanked) Little League umpire, 
he has always done his civic duty as he thought 
God wanted him to do it. i 

Mrs Kasabuski, on the.other hand, is one of 
the most outspoken ladies in New England. She 
often doesn't gain friends by being outspoken, 
because being outspoken and being right is 
something that a lot of people will not forgive 

Mrs Kasabuski, for instance, was the first 
person in the Silver Lake area to speak out a- 
gainst’ the spending of $800,000 or more for a 
school up there - even before this paper went 
and stole the plans. Some of the ladies up 
there still haven't forgiven her - they prefer- 
red the ornate type of building. 

Mrs Kasabuski was the person that took a 
loud mouth to task, when he proposed that 
everybody call the town hall and demand that 
the Selectmen spend money for Christmas decora- 
tions in the square. The idea had absolutely 
no merit, because the Selectmen just couldn't 
do it - the town had voted against the idea 
just a few months previously. But it took Mrs. 
Kasabuski to speak up, and say that it was il- 
legal, and further that if any money were spent 
she would take legal steps. 

She was right, but how many friends did she 
gain? The type of people who yell all year long 
that money should be spent, and then yell on 
March Ist that we should do something about 
taxes couldn't see her point. 

When it comes to taking legal steps she is

PLANNING BOARD BUDGET 
$1000, which had tentatively 
been cut from the budget of 
the Planning Board, by Town 
Manager Cecil Lancaster was 
restored, Monday night. 
The money had been planned 
for consultants, for new zon- 
ing of Wilmington. Conversa- 
tion by the Selectmen, in ex- 
ecutive session led the TM to 
believe that they did not ap- 
prove, and felt that the mem- 
bers of the Planning Board and 
other people knew enough about 
the subject to save the $1000.

Town Crier Readers, 
I have heard and read so much 
about the ‘Sales Tax’ recently 
that I have decided to express 
my views. I would prefer to 
pay $100.00 more taxes direct- 
ly to the town, than to pay 
$200.00 or more to the state 
by dribs and drabs via the 
‘Sales Tax’. 
In the first place a large a- 
mount of these taxes will be 
lost before they can arrive 
back in the towns. There will 
be bookkeeping costs, extra 
clerks, and machines to figure 
and record these taxes and pro 
bably ‘sticky fingers‘. Then 
too, there is a very insidious 
philosophy about money from 
the state. People tend to feel 
that this money is gratus, 
therefore, it can be spent 
more freely. 2ut who pays it 
to the state in the first 
place?

I lived in Connecticut both 
before and after the ‘Sales 
Tax’ in that state.

It is the 
most unfair tax I know about, 
The ones who will bear the 
brunt of it are the young peo- 
ple just buying and furnishing 
homes, and the families with 
children who can least afford 
it. Household furnishings wear 
cut faster, and children soon 
grow out of cribs into adult 
size beds, blankets, chairs 
etc. All of these are taxed. A 
handkerchief costs as much 
for a family with an income of 
$6000.00 a year as one with 
$10,000.00 a year. 
This summer my family took a 
camping trip to Colorado. There 
is a ‘sales tax’ there also in 
several states between here 
and there. (Those of you who 
have camped know you buy noth- 
ing extra. There just isn’t 
room to keep things you don’t 
need). I never came outof a 
grocery store without some 
‘sales tax’ being added to my 
bill. 
Have you ever stopped to con- 
sider that toilet paper, paper 
towels, tooth paste, to name a 
few items are not food? The 
next time you go to the groc- 
ery store count the items you 
buy that are not food, baby’s 
supplies, or medicine. Remem- 
ber, candy is taxed and choco- 
late-bits are considered candy 
The law obeys the letter of 
the law without exceptions un- 
less definitely stated. It 
seems to me I even paid a tax 
on cotton batten.

Then too will these figures 
be adjusted yearly to meet 
changing conditions? Or will 
they use figures five or ten 
years old? 

I will freely admit that some 
of my questions might be an- 
swered if I ever saw the com- 
plete bill. All I know has 
been written for the most part 
by politicians desiring to 
make an impression, and busin- 
ess concerns with large ex- 
Pensive plants who would bene- 
fit most. 

I do know this: How it has 
affected me personally, as I 
have lived with the ‘Sales Tax 
in other states. I don’t be- 
lieve the Mass. tax varies 
greatly from others already in 
existence. If so the ones who 
stand to lose are you and I.
